Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  that  certain  laws  should 
be  extended  to,  and  by  virtue  of  such  exk  rsicn  should  be 
in  force  in,  the  “added  territories  in  the  3[State  of  Tamil 
Nadu]  ; 

Be  it  enacted  in  the  Twelfth  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India 
as  follows  *. — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  1[Tamil  Nadu]  (Added  Short  title, 
Territories)  Extension  of  Laws  (No.  2)  Act  , 1961. 

2.  In  this  Act,  unless 1 he  context  otherwise  requires,—  Definitions. 

(a)  “added  territories”  means  the  territories  specified 
in  the  Second  Schedule  to  the  Andhra  Pradesh  and  Madras 
(Alteration  of  Boundaries)  Act,  1959  (Central  Act  56  of

7.  If,  immediately  before  the  date  of  the  commencement  Repeal  of 
of  this  Act,  there  is  in  force  in  the  added  territories  any  correspon- 
Act,  Ordinance,  regulation,  order,  by-law,  rule  or  other  dmglaws.

(c)  any  penalty,  forfeiture  or  punishment  incurred 
in  respect  of  any  offence  committed  against  any  such  law, 
or

and  any  such  investigation,  legal  proceeding  or  remedy  may 
be  instituted,  continued  or  enforced  and  any  such  penalty, 
forfeiture  or  punishment  may  be  imposed  as  if  this  Act 
bad  not  been  passed.

framed, certificate,  permit  or  licence  granted  or  registration 
effected,  under  such  corresponding  existing  law  shall  he 
deemed  to  have  been  done  or  taken.under  the  corresponding 
provision  of  the  enactment  as  now  extended  to,  and  in 
force  in,  the  added  territories  and  shall  continue  in  force 
accordingly,  unless  and  until  superseded  by  anything  done 
or  any  action  taken  under  the  said  enactment.

(4)  Where  in  respect  of  any  notification  issued  under 
sub-section  (1),  the  Legislature  directs  under  sub-section  (3) 
that  the  said  notification  shall  cease  to  have  effect,  the 
corresponding  law,  if  any,  repe<  led  under  sub-section  (2)  of 
this  section  read  with  section  7 shall  revive  and  come  into 
force  in  the  added  territories  with  effect  on  and  from  the 
date  on  which  tie  Legislature  so  directs.

14.  (1)  If  any  difficulty  arises  in  giving  effect  to  the  Power  to 
provisions  of  this  Act  or  of  any  enactment  extended  to  the  acuities, 
added  territories  by  or  under  this  Act,  the  State  Government, 
as  occasion  may  require,  may,  by  order,  do  anything! 
which  appears  to  them  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  remo- 
ving the  difficulty. 

(2)  Every  order  issued  under  sub-section  (1)  shall, 
as  soon  as  possible  after  it  is  issued,  be  placed  on  the  table 
of  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  if,  before  the  expiry 
of  the  session  in  which  it  is  so  placed  or  the  next  session, 
both  Houses  agree  in  making  any  modification  in  any  such 
order  or  both  Houses,  agree  that  the  order  should  not  be 
issued,,  the  order  shall  thereafter  have  effect  only  in  such 
modified  form  or  be  of  no  effect,  as  the  case  may  be,  so 
however,  that  any  such  modification  or  annulment  shall 
be  without  prejudice  to  the  validity  of  anything  previously  .
